The Governing 
Body of the Municipality 
hereby finds, declares and 
determines (a) that there has 
been filed with it a certified 
copy of a resolution adopted 
by the Board of Directors of 
The Southeast Alabama Gas 
District, a public corporation, 
requesting the consent of the 
Governing Body to a pro- 


posal that Paragraph or 
Section 9 of the said 
District’s Certificate of 


Incorporation, as heretofore 
amended, be amended to 
read as follows: 

9, Income Distribution. 
The Annual Net Distribut- 
able Income of the Gas 
District for each fiscal year 
(commencing with the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1984) 
shall, within three (3) months 
after the close of such fiscal 
year, be paid, distributed 
and divided among the 
Eligible Member Municipal- 
ities as follows: there shall 
be paid to each Eligible 
Member Municipality an 
amount bearing the same 
ratio to the Annual Net 
Distributable Income as the 
number of mcf of gas billed 
to Gas Customers in the 
Service Area of such Eligible 
Member Municipality during 
such fiscal year bears to the 
total number of mcf of gas 
billed to Gas Customers in 
the Service Areas of all the 
Eligible Member Municipal- 
ities during such fiscal year; 
provided, however, that 

(a) there shall be credited 
on and deducted from any 
amount that may be payable 
to any such Eligible Member 
Municipality hereunder with 
respect to any such fiscal 
year the aggregate amount of 
all license, privilege, gross 
receipts or other 
taxes paid to such Eligible 
Member Municipality by the 
Gas District during such 
fiscal year plus the amount of 
any such taxes so paid to 
such Eligible Member 
Municipality during any then 
preceding fiscal year that has 
not theretofore been credited 
on and deducted from any 
such payment, and 

(b) there shall be credited 
on and deducted from any 
amount that may be payable 
hereunder to the City of 
Troy, Alabama (a Member 
Municipality) the amount of 
any rental paid to said City 
under the Troy Lease during 
such fiscal year plus the 
amount of any such rental so 
paid to said City during any 
then preceding fiscal year 
that has not theretofore been 
credited on and deducted 
from any such payment. 

Any amount of the 
Annual Net Distributable 
Income for any fiscal ytar 
that, except for the pro- 
visions of the preceding 
clause (a) or (b), would have 
been paid to an Eligible 
Member Municipality shall 
instead be held in escrow and 
considered for purposes of 
the first sentence of this 
Paragraph 9 as a part of the 
Annual Net Distributable 
Income for the then next 
succeeding fiscal year. 

The Board of Directors of 
the Gas District will, as 
promptly as practicable after 
the close of each fiscal year 
of the Gas District 
(commencing with the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1984) 
but in any event within three 
(3) months after the close of 
each such fiscal year, take 
such action as is necessary to 
fix and determine the Annual 
Net Distributable Income for 
such fiscal year. 

The following words and 
phrases, as used in this 
Paragraph 9, shall have the 
following respective 
meanings: 

“Annual Net Distribu- 
table Income’’ means, with 
respect to each fiscal year, 
the amount by which the sum 
of 

(i) the net income of 
the Gas District, computed in 
accordance with generally 
accepted accounting prin- 
ciples, plus 

(ii) depreciation and 
amortization, 

exceeds the sum of 

(A) all sums required for 
the payment of principal and 
interest on its bonds and all 
other sums required to be 
paid into special funds or 
otherwise obligated by the 
terms of the mortgages, 
indentures of trust, security 
agreements or bond reso- 
lutions under and pursuant 
to which its bonds were 
issued (to the extent that 
such sums were not deducted 
in computing net income), 

(B) all sums expended 


similar: 


during such fiscal year for 
capital additions and 
improvements or for retire- 
ment of debt not previously 
funded and paid with 
internally generated funds 
from operations (excluding, 
however, any sums 
expended for either of such 
purposes out of any special 
funds referred to in the 
preceding clause (A) ), 

(C) the Required Operat- 
ing Reserve (less any amount 
therein at the end of such 
fiscal year and not thereto- 
fore committed or encum- 
bered), plus 

(D) the Required Capital 
Reserve (less any amount 
therein at the end of such 
fiscal year and not thereto- 
fore committed or encum- 


bered). 
‘Fligible Member Mani- 
cipality’’ means, with 


respect to any fiscal year for 
which a distribution is to be 
made under the provisions of 
this Paragraph 9, either (I) a 
Member Municipality that 
exercised its purchase option 
with respect to the gas 
distribution system located 
therein effective as of the last 
day of such fiscal year, or (II) 
a Member Municipality that 
had not, prior to the first day 
of the then next succeeding 
fiscal year, exercised such 
purchase option. 

“Gas Customer’? means 
any person purchasing gas 
from the Gas District, 
whether on a firm, interrupt- 
ible or other basis. 

‘Member Maunicipality’’ 
means a municipality that is 
a member of the Gas District. 

**Required Capital 
Reserve’ means a reason- 
able reserve for future exten- 
sions and improvements, 
which shall be an amount 
equal to 4% of the operating 
revenues of the Gas District 
for the preceding fiscal year 
(as shown in the audit report 
for such fiscal year) or such 
greater amount as shall be 
prescribed by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District. 

“Required Operating 
Reserve’’ means an amount 
determined by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District 
to be equal to 50% of the 
estimated expenses of 
operating, maintaining and 
repairing the gas systems of 
the Gas District for the then 
current fiscal year, not 
including, as an operating 
expense, costs of purchased 
gas. 

‘*Service. Area,’’ as 
applied to a Member 
Municipality, means the area 


at the time within the 
corporate limits of such 
Member Municipality; 


provided, however, that no 
change in any such corporate 
limits made after December 
1, 1983, shall be effective for 
purposes of this Paragraph 9 
until such time as the 
General Manager of the Gas 
District has been notified in 
writing of such change and 
has been furnished an 
adequate description of the 
area added to or withdrawn 
from such corporate limits. 

“Troy Lease’? means that 
certain lease between the 
Gas District and the said City 
of Troy, whereby said city 
leased its gas system to the 
Gas District. 

Section 2. The Governing 
Body of the Municipality 
hereby consents to the 
amendment of the Certificate 
of Incorporation of The 
Southeast Alabama Gas 
District proposed and set 
forth in the preceding 
Section | of this resolution. 

Section 3. This resolution 
Shall be published one time 
in The Elba (Clipper, a 
newspaper published and 
having general circulation in 
the Municipality, and the 
City Clerk is hereby 
authorized and directed to 
cause such publication to be 
so effected.

Now In His Fourth Term, Rep. Holley 


Is Still “ Same Ole Country Boy ”’ 


Rep. Jimmy Holley was sworn in 
recently for his fourth term as a member 
of the Alabama House of Representa- 
tives, and while both Coffee County and 
Alabama have undergone major 
changes during his nine years in office, 
Holley insists he is still the ‘‘same ole 
country boy from Ino that was first 
elected back in 1975." 

“I hope I'm still the same ole 
country boy I was,"’ stated Holley in a 
recent interview. ‘‘I'm older, and 
hopefully wiser, but my primary 
concern is to best serve the people of 
Coffee County and Alabama."’ 

Holley was first elected back in 
1975 and served under Gov, George 
Wallace, then remained in _ office 
through the Fob James years, and is 
now back working with Goy. Wallace. 
With the years came an education! 

“The major difference I see in the 
legislature now and in the past is a 
decline in the number of lawyers in 
office,'’ said Holley, ‘Il guess it would 
be bad to have too many lawyers, but it 
is also bad to not have enough. Much of 
our legislation is such that someone 
with a legal background would under- 


stand it better, sol think there is a need 
for lawyers in the legislation.’’ 

‘The difference in. the two 
governors was like daylight and dark,’’ 
continued Holley. ‘The big difference 
was in the personnel who worked with 
the men. Wallace had, and now has, 
experienced people who understand 
their jobs, while Goy. James’ people 
were new and it took them three years 
to get experienced in how to operate 
correctly. This time, the only difference 
in Goy. Wallace is that he can’t hear as 
well as in the past. As far as his 
intellect and his ability to grasp 
problems, there is no difference.’’ 

Holley felt there was a parallel as far 
as problems facing the state then and 
now, with the federal court being the 
main ingredient. 

‘Back in the '70's, the courts were 
issuing orders concerning education 


‘and the death penalty,’’ said Holley, 


‘while now it is the prisons. It seems 
we're always under some type of court 
order."’ 

Accomplishments have been many 
during the ‘‘Holley Era’’, in all phases 
of government. 


‘We've’ had many highway 
improvements,'’ Holley added. ‘‘The 
county has received funding to pave and 
resurface many miles of roads; Enter- 
prise was able to four-lane the bypass 
and the connector road in Elba is under 
construction, In education, there have 
been elementary schools built in Zion 
Chapel and New Brockton, and another 
one is being built in Kinston, and a 
vocational school was built in New 
Brockton to serve the county school 
system. 

‘On legal matters, too, I feel we've 
accomplished a great deal. We got the 
death penalty passed; realigned the 
laws to treat the victims more fairly and 
putin the Habitual Offender Act to deal 
with repeated offenders. 1 do believe 
the accomplishments have been many."’ 

“What does the future hold?’ 
pondered Holley. ‘‘Better days! We 
are going to work to get out from under 
court orders, stabilize the economy and 
improve both our interstate highways 
and secondary roads. The state still 
needs a lot and during the coming years 
I'll fight to make sure it continues to 
improve in every way."’

State Troopers Estimate 18 Will Die During Holiday Period 


Alabamians can give themselves one 
more reason to be thankful this holiday 
season by driving carefully and 
decreasing the number of holiday traffic 
fatalities, according to Public Safety 
Director Col. Byron Prescott. 

“Traffic fatalities have increased 
more than 7 percent compared with last 
vear,"’ Prescott said. This 
Thanksgiving holiday season motorists 
in Alabama can reverse that trend by 
driving carefully and courteously and by 
obeying all traffic laws." 

Prescott said the department has 


estimated that 18 people will die on 
Alabama's roadways during the 102- 
hour period. The Thanksgiving holiday 
period begins at 6 p.m.

November 23, and ends at midnight 
Sunday, November 27. 

Fifteen people were killed in traffic 
accidents during the 1982 Thanksgiving 
holiday. Twelve of the deaths occurred 
on rural roadways and three on urban. 

Drivers can insure that 
Thanksgiving is a safe holiday by using 
care and common sense, Prescott said. 

“When you're traveling on the 


roads, drive defensively,"* the Coionel 
said. “Observe the speed limit and all 
other traffic laws, and never get behind 
the wheel after drinking alcohol. In 
addition, remember to buckle up 
Seatbelts Save Lives." 


Prescott Said Alabama state troopers 
will be patrolling highways to remove 
dangerous drivers from the road and to 
remind all motorists that extra caution 
is needed when driving during a holiday 
when more cars are on the road.

Additional Educational Funding 


George Wallace, Jr., son of 
Alabama Governor George C. Wallace, 
paid a visit to Coffee County ‘on 
Tuesday, November 15, and stated he 
would review the needs of schools in the 
Coffee County School System, look at 
the achievements made and then report 
back to the governor for future 
consideration of possible funding. 

Wallace and Rex Cheatham, the 
Assistant to the Governor on 
Educational Affairs, held a morning 
press conference at the Coffee County 
Board of Education Office, in Elba, and 
then accompanied Supt. John W. 
Vaughan on a tour of the Area 
Vocational Center, in New Brockton, as 
well as Zion Chapel High School and 
New Hope Junior High. 

‘We are proud to have Mr. Wallace 
here in Coffee’ County,’’ said Supt. 
Vaughan at the press conference. ‘‘Goy. 
Wallace has had a tremendous impact 
in our school system and the Area 
Vocational School is an example of what 
we were able to build with funds 
received from the Governor."’ 

“Mr. Cheatham and I are here to 
review the needs of the Coffee County 
School System,’’ stated Wallace, ‘‘and 
to also look at the system’ 
achievements. Goy. Wallace has always 
been supportive of the educational need 
of Coffee County and I will report back 
to him after touring the schools. Prisons 
are a major concern of the administra- 
tion; however, the administration is 
totally supportive of education 
statewide. We are concerned with the 
«tds of the citizens of Coffee County, 
not only in education but on all 
subjects."’

The subject on merit pay for 
teachers was discussed, and Cheatham 
stated, ‘‘I am not convinced educators 


are excited about merit pay. The major 
concern is deciding who wili decide 
what teacher is doing a better job than 
another. Merit pay will be examined 
closely before a decision is made."' 

‘Iam supportive of the concept of 
merit pay,’’ said Supt. Vaughan, but 
first the teachers’ salaries must be 
raised to a creditable level. To have 
quality teachers we must pay good 
salaries,”’ 

The press conference continued for 
approximately 40-minutes and then 
broke up as the tour of schools began.

(a) there shall be credited 
on and deducted from any 
amount that may be payable 
to any such Eligible Member 
Municipality hereunder with 
respect to any such fiscal 
year the aggregate amount of 
all license, privilege, gross 
receipts or other 
taxes paid to such Eligible 
Member Municipality by the 
Gas District during -such 
fiscal year plus the amount of 
any such taxes so paid to 
such . Eligible Member 
Municipality during any then 
preceding fiscal year that has 
not theretofore been credited 
on and deducted from any 
such payment, and 

(b) there shall be credited 
on and deducted from any 
amount that may be payable

Member Municipality that 
exercised its purchase option 
with respect to the gas 
distribution system located 
therein effective as of the last 
day of such fiscal year, or (II) 
a Member Municipality that 
had not, prior to the first day 
of the then next succeeding 
fiscal year, exercised such 
purchase option. 

“Gas Customer’? means 
any person purchasing gas 
from the Gas District, 
whether on a firm, interrupt- 
ible or other basis. 

‘Member Maunicipality’’ 
means a municipality that is 
a member of the Gas District. 

**Required Capital 
Reserve’ means a reason- 
able reserve for future exten- 
sions and improvements, 
which shall be an amount 
equal to 4% of the operating 
revenues of the Gas District 
for the preceding fiscal year 
(as shown in the audit report 
for such fiscal year) or such 
greater amount as shall be 
prescribed by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District. 

“Required Operating 
Reserve’’ means an amount 
determined by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District 
to be equal to 50% of the 
estimated expenses of 
operating, maintaining and 
repairing the gas systems of 
the Gas District for the then 
current fiscal year, not 
including, as an operating 
expense, costs of purchased 
gas. 

‘*Service Area,’’ as 
applied to a Member 
Municipality, means the area 


at the time within the 
corporate limits of such 
Member Municipality; 


provided, however, that no 
change in any such corporate 
limits made after December 
1, 1983, shall be effective for 
purposes of this Paragraph 9 
until such time as the 
General Manager of the Gas 
District has been notified in 
writing of such change and 
has been furnished an 
adequate description of the 
area added to or withdrawn 
from such corporate limits.

Is Still “Same Ole Country Boy” 


Rep. Jimmy Holley was sworn in 
recently for his fourth term as a member 
of the Alabama House of Representa- 
tives, and while both Coffee County and 
Alabama have undergone major 
changes during his nine years in office, 
Holley insists he is still the ‘‘same ole 
country boy from Ino that was first 
elected back in 1975." 

“I hope I'm still the same ole 
country boy I was,’’ stated Holley in a 
recent interview. ‘‘I'm older, and 
hopefully wiser, but my _ primary 
concern is to best serve the people of 
Coffee County and Alabama."’

James’ people 
were new and it took them threé years 
to get experienced in how to operate 
correctly. This time, the only difference 
in Gov. Wallace is that he can’t hear as 
well as in the past. As far as his 
intellect and his ability to grasp 
problems, there is no difference.’’ 

Holley felt there was a parallel as far 
as problems facing the state then and 
now, with the federal court being the 
main ingredient. 

“Back in the ‘70's, the courts were 
issuing orders concerning education 


‘and the death penalty,"’ said Holley, 


“‘while now it is the prisons. It seems 
we're always under some type of court 
order."’ 

Accomplishments have been many 
during the ‘‘Holley Era'’, in all phases 
of government.

‘“We've had many highway 
improvements,’’ Holley added. ‘‘The 
county has received funding-to pave and 
resurface many miles of roads; Enter- 
prise was able to four-lane the bypass 
and the connector road in Elba is under 
construction. In education, there have 
been elementary schools built in Zion 
Chapel and New Brockton, and another 
one is being built in Kinston, and a 
vocational school was built in New 
Brockton to serve the county school 
system. 

“On legal matters, too, I feel we've 
accomplished a great deal. We got the 
death penalty passed; realigned the 
laws to treat the victims more fairly and 
putin the Habitual Offender Act to deal 
with repeated offenders. I do believe 
the accomplishments have been many."’ 

‘‘What does the future hold?’’ 

We 
are going to work to get out from under 
court “rders, stabilize the economy and 
improve both our interstate highways 
and secondary roads. The state still 
needs a lot and during the coming years 
I'll fight to make sure it continues to 
improve in every way."’

State Troopers Estimate 18 Will Die During Holiday Period 


Alabamians can give themselves one 
more reason to be thankful this holiday 
season by driving carefully and 
decreasing the number of holiday traffic 
fatalities, according to Public Safety 
Director Col. Byron Prescott. 

“Traffic fatalities have increased 
more than 7 percent compared with last 
year,’’ Prescott said. ‘‘This 
Thanksgiving holiday season motorists 
in Alabama can reverse that trend by 
driving carefully and courteously and by 
obeying all traffic laws." 

Prescott said the department has 
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estimated that 18 people will die on 
Alabama's roadways during the 102- 
hour period. The Thanksgiving holiday 
period begins at 6 p.m. Wednesday, 
November 23, and ends at midnight 
Sunday, November 27. 

Fifteen people were killed in traffic 
accidents during the 1982 Thanksgiving 
holiday. Twelve of the deaths occurred 
on rural roadways and three on urban. 

Drivers can insure that 
Thanksgiving is a safe holiday by using 
care and common sense, Prescott said. 

“When you're traveling on the

roads, drive defensively,"’ the Colonel 
said. “Observe the speed limit and all 
other traffic laws, and never get behind 
the wheel after drinking alcohol.

(a) there shall be credited 
on and deducted from any 
amount that may be payable 
to any such Eligible Member 
Municipality hereunder with 
respect to any such fiscal 
year the aggregate amount of 
all license, privilege, gross 
receipts or other 
taxes paid to such Eligible 
Member Municipality by the 
Gas District during -such 
fiscal year plus the amount of 
any such taxes so paid to 
such . Eligible Member 
Municipality during any then 
preceding fiscal year that has 
not theretofore been credited 
on and deducted from any 
such payment, and 

(b) there shall be credited 
on and deducted from any 
amount that may be payable

Any amount of the 
Annual Net Distributable 
Income for any fiscal year 
that, except for the pro- 
visions of the preceding 
clause (a) or (b), would have 
been paid to an Eligible 
Member.

The Board of Directors of 
the Gas District will, as

fix and determine the Annual 
Net Distributable Income for 
such fiscal year.

Member Municipality that 
exercised its purchase option 
with respect to the gas 
distribution system located 
therein effective as of the last 
day of such fiscal year, or (II) 
a Member Municipality that 
had not, prior to the first day 
of the then next succeeding 
fiscal year, exercised such 
purchase option. 

“Gas Customer’? means 
any person purchasing gas 
from the Gas District, 
whether on a firm, interrupt- 
ible or other basis. 

‘Member Maunicipality’’ 
means a municipality that is 
a member of the Gas District. 

**Required Capital 
Reserve’ means a reason- 
able reserve for future exten- 
sions and improvements, 
which shall be an amount 
equal to 4% of the operating 
revenues of the Gas District 
for the preceding fiscal year 
(as shown in the audit report 
for such fiscal year) or such 
greater amount as shall be 
prescribed by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District. 

“Required Operating 
Reserve’’ means an amount 
determined by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District 
to be equal to 50% of the 
estimated expenses of 
operating, maintaining and 
repairing the gas systems of 
the Gas District for the then 
current fiscal year, not 
including, as an operating 
expense, costs of purchased 
gas. 

‘*Service Area,’’ as 
applied to a Member 
Municipality, means the area 


at the time within the 
corporate limits of such 
Member Municipality; 


provided, however, that no 
change in any such corporate 
limits made after December 
1, 1983, shall be effective for

Jimmy Holley was sworn in 
recently for his fourth term as a member 
of the Alabama House of Representa- 
tives, and while both Coffee County and 
Alabama have undergone major 
changes during his nine years in office, 
Holley insists he is still the ‘‘same ole 
country boy from Ino that was first 
elected back in 1975." 

“I hope I'm still the same ole 
country boy I was,’’ stated Holley in a 
recent interview. ‘‘I'm older, and 
hopefully wiser, but my _ primary 
concern is to best serve the people of 
Coffee County and Alabama."’ 

Holley was first elected back in 
1975S and served under Goy. George 
Wallace, then remained in office 
through the Fob James years, and is 
now back working with Gov.

IMPRESSIVE 


Dr. Michael Sprott, 
director of the Cooperative 
Extension Service at Auburn, 
gave some impressive facts 
in his speech to the 
Enterprise Lions Club 
Wednesday. He pointed out 
that for every five acres of 
crop land planted in the 
United States, two acres of 
the output is exported. He 
Said that this trend is likely to 
continue and will be in our 
best interest, According to 
Sprott, one of the big factors 
holding down exports at the 
present time is the strength 
of the dollar, The stronger 
the U.S. Dollar, the more 
forefgn countries have to pay 
for our agricultural products, 

Sprott mentioned that 
more acres are planted to 
row crops in the United 
States to export to Japan 
than the Japanese farmers 
themselyes plant for their 
own needs. The Japanese 
market is very important to 
farmers in this country. 

He emphasized that 
agriculture is the one bright 


area in foreign trade in the‘ 


years ahead. For example, 
Japan is dominating in 
several manufactured items 
which U.S. industry 
competes with. However, no 
country at this time can 
compete with our 
agricultural productive 
capacity.

AVOID A TRAGEDY 


Hunting season will soon 
be here. This means that a 
lot of young people and 
others will be out in the 
woods with loaded guns. If 
you have a young person who

will be hunting for the first 
time, take the time now to 
caution him about gun 
safety. 

What a tragedy it is for 
any person to be killed in a 
hunting accident! So many 
bizarre accidents occur when 
hunters are not sure of their 
targets. The first rule of 
safety is to be sure of your 
target and also what is 
behind it. 

Be sure to caution your 
folks of the importance of 
carrying a gun in such a way 
that the direction of the 
muzzle can be controlled in 
case you stumble or fall. Be 
sure to unload your gun 
when you go ina car, a house 
or cross a fence or ditch. 
Folks who drink and hunt, 
especially those in groups, 
are just asking for a tragedy 
to happen. 


NEW RESEARCH 


I was very much 
interested in some research 
on wheat production and 
soybean production which 
Auburn has been deing for 
two or three years. Recent 
research shows that growers 
planting wheat this fall to be 
planted in soybeans should 
definitely deep turn the soil 
before planting wheat. 
Auburn research shows 
consistent imprevement in 
wheat yields where land is 
prepared and planted rather 
than simply disking the 
wheat seed in. Better 
soybean yields can be 
expected also. 

One of the benefits of the 
fairly deep turning is that 


you bury the disease 
organisms of the stalks. 

Speaking of soybean 
yields, a new variety named 
Johnston has been released 
by North Carolina State 
University and USDA. 
Johnston is a late maturing 
variety similar to the Hutton 
bean which has been planted 
for a number of years. Some 
seed will be available in 
1984. However, it is not 
resistant to root-knot and 
cyst nematodes. 


COMPUTERS 


Dr. Gene Simpson told 
the folks attending the 
County Extension Council 
meeting that effective use 
can be made of computers on 
the farm even if a person 
does not have any knowledge 
whatsoever of computer 
programming, Simpson said 
two major developments in 
the 1970's contributed to a 
computer revolution in 
homes, small businesses and 
farming. 

The main development 
was the mass production of 
the computer chip. The 
second development was the 
widespread development of 
useful and readily available 
micro computer software. 
This development allows a 
farmer to be a computer user 
without necessarily 
becoming a computer 
programmer. 

You will be hearing a lot 
about computers in the years 
ahead, It is not something 
that is coming. It is already 
here. 


ACR Explained By State 


Starting with the 1984 
crop year, cropland removed 
from production to satisfy 
farm program’ acreage 
reduction requirements will 
be known as Acreage 
Conservation Reserve 
(ACR), according to Guy 
Hunt, Executive Director for 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service in 
Alabama. 

“Our goal in 1984 is to 
encourage farmers’ to 
continue the very important 
conservation practice of 
placing their more erosive 
land into an acreage 
conservation reserve, while 
balancing supply with 
demand," said Hunt. This is 
a way in which farmers can 
control over-abundant supply 
situations similar to what 
they have just faced, He said 
the programs will also 
provide a degree of 
insurance for farmers against 
price fluctuations and 
adverse weather conditions. 

The 1984 acreage 
reduction programs will 
require farmers to reduce 
their wheat planted acreage 
by 30 percent and their feed 
grain acres by 10 percent of 
the established base to 
qualify for deficiency 
payments and crop loans. 
Wheat program participants 


who divert an additional 10 to 
20 percent of their wheat 
base will be eligible for 
payment-in-kind(PIK). 

Hunt said farmers who 
participated in the 1984 
wheat program must limit 
their planted acreage to no 
more than 70 percent of the 
farm's wheat based and 
devote to ACR eligible 
cropland equal to the PIK 
acreage plus 42.86 percent of 
their total planted and PIK 
acreages. Feed grain 
program participants must 
limit corn, sorghum, oats and 
barley acreage planted for 
harvest to not more than 90 
percent of the farm's feed 
grain base and devote 
eligible cropland equal to 
11.11 percent of the 1984 
planted acreage to ACR. 

Land designated for the 
acreage conservation reserve 
must have been devoted to 
row crops or small grains in 
two of the last three years 
except for a summer fallow 
farm. *‘Under summer fallow 
rules, the land must be 
acreage that would have 
been planted to a small grain 
or row crop in 1984 in the 
absence of the feed grain and 
wheat programs.” 

The ASCS official said 
haying will not be permitted 
on ACR acres. 


additional peanuts from the 
1983-85 crops will be sold for 
export crushing at no less 
than the support level, plus 
cost. Additional peanuts sold 
for export crushing must be 
fragmented before export to 
prevent them from entering 
edible markets, Leggett said. 

CCC will sell quota and 
additional peanuts from the 
1983-85 crops for domestic 
crushing at competitive 
prices. The use of the oil 
produced from these peanuts 
will be unrestricted with one 
exception: the oil may not be 
exported to a country 
involved in a U.S, trade 
suspension. 

Separate determinations 
issued by the agency cover 
the CCC domestic edible 
sales policy and_ the 
minimum export edible sales 
price for additional loan 
peanuts. 

The sales policy adopted 
for the 1983-85 crops is the 
same policy which was 
applicable to the 1982 crop. 


Farm Notes 


SWEET POTATOES 

Britton Kelly of Enterprise 
was surprised at the produc- 
tion of one sweet potato 
planted in the spring. Britton 
dug 16 sweet potatoes from 
this one plant. This potato 
was planted in his flower bed 
and produced enough to 
provide sweet potatoes for 
several meals. 

This just reminds us 
again that it doesn’t take a 
large place to produce a lot of 
food. Why not plant now to 
have a garden of your own 
next year? I would suggest 
that you get a soil test now 
and get your land at the right 
fertility level for your garden 
plants. 

Gardening can be fun as 
well as profitable. The 
vegetables you produce just 
taste better. 

WINTER WEEDS 

Most lawns are infested 
to some degree with winter 
weeds. These weeds are 
germinating now and 
beginning to grow, They are 
easier to kill in the seedling 
stage. Therefore, I would 
recommend if you are having 
some winter weeds 
beginning to show, go ahead 
and apply a herbicide that 
will kill these weeds. 


‘Herbicides with 2, 4-D or 


Dicamba will usually control 
most broadleaf winter 
weeds. Check with your 
supplier for the various 
herbicides that will control 
winter weeds. 

By controlling them 
early, your winter weeds will 
not become established. If 
you allow the winter weeds to 
grow, they will be in compe- 
tition with your summer 
grass next spring and cause 
it to be weakened and later 
putting out. 

To have a beautiful lawn, 
there must be maintenance 
year round, 

PECANS 

Pecans are beginning to 
really fall now and for the 
highest quality nuts you need 
to pick up immediately. 
Quality deteriorates very 
quickly if nuts are allowed to 
lay on damp ground. 

Early prices of pecans 
indicate there is a good crop 
this year. The trees in this 
area look to have a fair crop 
on them. This might be a 
good time for you 
purchase some pecans if you 
need them.
